Invention That Will Save Much I^bor In 


Steel Jlilln. 


Christopher Lewis, who for 80 years 


has been superintendent of large steel 
and rolling mills throughout the coun- 
try, has invented a new process which 
promises to revolutionize the manufac- 
ture of steel. His invention is an "ac- 
cumulator," a large vessel lined with 
brick, in which ingots are placed after 
they are removed from the mold to re- 
tain the heat and draw out the e«s and 
sulphur which so often produce ruptures 
in armor plate and steel rails, causing 
their ruin. 


The invention does away with the use 


of soaking pits and furnaces and the la- 
bor incident thereto, thus saving thou 
sands of dollars to the marjniactrtrer. 
Mr. Lewis was the inventor of the sys- 
tem to handle iron and steel at rolls by 
machinery. He was for nine years su- 
perintendent of the rolling mills at Co- 
lumbus. A patent has been applied for, 
and it is probable the process will be 
tried in the Johnson Steel works at Lo- 
raiu, O.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

M'KiNLEY RECIPROCITY. 


Exports Decreased Until tlio "R'Hson Bill 


Wfijt into Effect. 


Sir. B. vv. Hollinan introduced a res- 


olution to the transraississippi congress 
calling on congress to re-enact; tho rec- 
iprocity clause of the. AIcKinley bill, 
says tho St. Louis Republic. 


Mr. Hollman is probably not aware 


that the effects of that clause were jest 
the reverse from what was expected 
from it by Bhuno, McEinley & Co. As 
we have shown from official statistics 
on a former occasion, our esporfc trade 
with tho countries and colonies covered 
by reciprocity treaties under the Mc- 
Kinley bill was smaller during tho 
treaty period than before or after it. 
This trade has been greatest- since tbe 
Wilson bill took effect and it was small- 
est in the four years immediately pre- 
ceding. 


The McKinley period included two 


years and rr.ore of a large foreign trade 
in general, and our exports to the "spe- 
cially favored" countries should ha-ve 
increased along with our exports to 
Europe. Tbe fact is, however, that they 
fell off and kept on falling off until the 
treaties were arm a lied. 
This was the 


result as a whole aud it was the result, 
too, of the treaties separately, except 
two or three. Th6 exceptions were in 
our trade with Cuba and one or two 
other islands in the West Indies. 


Exports to Guatemala, Honduras, 


Salvador; Nicaragua. Brazil. British 
Qniana and the British West Indies de- 
creased after the McKinley bill took ef- 
fect and continued decreasing until the 
•Wilson bill was passed. Since then they 
have been growing right along, as a 
whole. If ws are to hava any mors rec- 
iprocity treaties, let them be of a dif- 
ferent kind from the sort authorized by 
the SicKinley bill.
